The National Dairy Development Board (Enforcement of Claims) Regulations, 2000 


NDDB/LEGAL/4401.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 48 of the National Dairy 
Development Board Act, 1987 (37 of 1987), read with section 30 and section 31 thereof, the Board of Directors 
of the National Dairy Development Board hereby makes the following regulations, namely — 

CHAPTER I 
PRELIMINARY 

1 . Short title and commencement 

(1) These regulations may be called the National Dairy Development Board 
(Enforcement of Claims) Regulations, 2000. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Gazette of 
India. 

2, Definitions 

(1) In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires - 

(a) “Act”, means the National Dairy Development Board Act, 1987 (37 
of 1987); 

(b) “borrower” means a person against whom there is owing a debt in 
favour of the National Dairy Development Board; 

(c) “Code” means the Code of Civil Procedures, 1908 (5 of 1908); 

(d) “Court” means - 

(i) in any town or city, where there is a City Civil Court having 
ordinary Original Civil Jurisdiction, by that Court; 

(ii) in town or city, where there is no such City Civil Court, by the 
High Court; 

(iii) elsewhere, also by any District Judge or by any Judge of the 
principal Court of Civil Jurisdiction.

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(c) “Defaulter” means any person against whom claim is capable of 
being made or enforced under regulation 3; 

(f) “National Dairy Development Board” means the National Dairy 
Development Board, constituted as a body corporate under Section 
4 of the Act, 

(g) “Regulation” means a regulation forming part of these regulations; 

(h) “Section” means a section of the Act; and 

(i) words and expressions not defined in these regulations, but defined 
in the Act, shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them 
in the Act. 

CHAPTER II 

PROCEEDINGS BEFORE THE COURT 
3. Procedure for Enforcement of claims : 

1. Where - 

(a) any person, in breach of any agreement with the National Dairy 
Development Board, makes any default in the repayment of any 
loan or advance made by the National Dairy Development Board or 
any installment thereof, or 

(b) any person makes any default in meeting his obligations in relation 
to any guarantee given to the National Dairy Development Board 
on behalf of any other person, or 

(c) any person who fails to comply with the terms of any agreement 
with the National Dairy Development Board, 

any officer of the National Dairy Development Board generally or specially 
authorised by the Board in this behalf, may apply to the Court within whose 
jurisdiction the defaulter carries on the whole or any part of his business, for one 
or more of the following reliefs, namely > 

(i) an Order for the sale of the property pledged, mortgaged, 

hypothecated or assigned by the person to the National Dairy Development 

Board, as security for the loan or advance; or 
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(ii) an Order transferring the management of the concerned 
Organisation to the National Dairy Development Board; or 

(iii) an Order granting ad interim injunction, restraining the defaulter 
and persons claiming under him, from transferring or removing any 
machinery or plant or equipment from the premises of the borrower 
without the prior permission of the National Dairy Development Board, 
where such transfer or removal is reasonably apprehended. 

(2) An application under sub-regulation (1) of this regulation shall, as far as 
may be, be made in Form given in the First Schedule hereto and state :- 

(a) the nature and extent of the liability of the person (as the borrower 
or otherwise) to the National Dairy Development Board, 

(b) the grounds on which the Application is made, and 

(c) give such other particulars as circumstances of the case may 
require. 

4. Procedure to be followed on Application for certain reliefer 

(1) Where an application has been made seeking one or more reliefs mentioned 
in sub-regulation (1) of regulation 3, the Court shall, along with issue of notice to 
the defaulter under regulation 5, - 

(a) in the case of an Application seeking relief under clause (a) thereof, 
pass an interim Order, attaching the securi ty furnished to the National 
Dairy Development Board, and so much of any other property of the 
defaulter as would, on being sold, realise an amount equivalent in value to 
the outstanding liability of the person to the Board, together with the costs 
of the proceedings, 

(b) in the case of an Application seeking relief under clause (c) thereof, 
grant an ad interim injunction, restraining the defaulter from transferring or 
removing machinery or other equipment from the premises of the 
concerned Organisation, and 

(c) in the case of an Application under clause (b) thereof, for the 
transfer of management of the Organisation- 


(i) grant an ad interim injunction, restraining the defaulter from 
transferring or removing any machinery, plant or equipment from 
the premises of the Organisation, and 
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(ii) direct the defaulter to show cause, on a date to be specified 
in the notice, as to why the management of the Organisation should 
not be transferred to the National Dairy Development Board. 

(2) The Court may grant any one or more reliefs sought to as the 
circumstances set out in the application may warrant. 

(3) Before passing an Order under sub-regulation (1) of this regulation, the 
Court may, if it thinks fit, record the statement of the officer making the 
application on oath to prima facie satisfy himself about the genuineness of 
the claim. 

(4) Every application made under sub regulation (1) shall, save as provided 
herein, be treated on par with an Application for execution of a valid 
decree of Court in favour of the National Dairy Development Board and 
against the defaulter, and the provisions of the Code shall mutatis mutandis 
apply. 

5. Notice to show cause 

The Court shall, at the time of passing an Order under sub-regulation (1) of 
regulation 4, issue to the defaulter and to any other person who may appear to 
have any interest in the security which is directed to attached or against whom any 
other relief is sought, a notice, accompanied by copies of the Order, the 
Application and the statement, if any, recorded by him, calling upon the person 
concerned to show cause, on a date specified in the notice, as to why an ad 
interim order of attachment should not be made absolute or the injunction or other 
relief granted confirmed, as the case may be. 


6 . Order of the Court and investigation of the claim : 

(1) If no cause is shown on or before the date specified in the notice issued 
under regulation 4 or regulation 5, as the case may be, the court shall 
forthwith made the ad interim Order absolute and direct the sale of the 
attached property or transfer the management of the organization to the 
National Dairy Development Board, or confirm the injunction or other 
relief, as the case may be. 

(2) If the matter is contested, then the court shall proceed to adjudge the claim 
of the National Dairy Development Board as provided in the Code as if it is 
a summary proceeding, and the provisions thereof shall, mutatis mutandis, 
apply in respect thereof. 
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7. Final Order 

After making an enquiry as envisaged under sub-regulation (2) of regulation 6, the 
court may - 

(a) confirm the order of attachment and direct the sale of the attached 
property, 

(b) vary the Order of attachment, so as to release a portion of the 
property from attachment and direct the sale of the remainder of the 
attached property, 

(c) release the property from attachment, 

(d) confirm or dissolve the injunction, or 

(f) Order the transfer of management of the concerned Organization to 
the National Dairy Development Board or reject the claim made in 
that behalf. 


Provided that, the Court may while adjudging the matter under these regulations, 
be competent to pass such further Orders as it may deem fit, so as to protect the 
interests of the National Dairy Development Board, as also to apportion the costs 
of the proceedings in such manner as circumstances require; 

Provided further that, unless, the National Dairy Development Board intimates to 
the court that it will not appeal against an order passed by the Court, its claim to 
transfer the management of the concerned Organisation to the Board, such order 
shall not be given effect to, - 

(i) before the expiry of the period within which appeal is to be 
preferred under regulation 9, and 

(ii) if an appeal has been preferred, then until the appeal is disposed o£j 
unless the Appellate court otherwise directs. 

8 . Execution 

(1) An Order for the attachment or sale of property under these regulations 
shall be carried into effect, as far as practicable, in the manner provided in 
the Code for the attachment or sale of property in execution of a decree, as 
if the National Dairy Development Board were the decree holder. 
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(2) An Order under these reguiv. -j j Tiausfoinng the management of an 
Organisation to the National Dc^rv Development Board shall be carried 
into effect as far as practicable, in lie manna provided in the Code for the 
execution of a decree for possession of ot for the delivery of the property, 
as if the National Daily Development Board were a decree-holder. 


CHAPTER ID 
APPEAL 

9. Appeal 

(1) Any party aggrieved by an Order of the Court made under sub-regulation 
(1) of regulation 7 may, within thirty days from the date of the Order, 
Appeal to the High Court as far as may be in the Form given in the Second 
Schedule, and upon such Appeal, the High Court may, after giving the 
parties a reasonable opportunity to show cause, pass such orders as it 
thinks fit and proper. 

(2) The provisions of the Code as to procedure relating to appeals against 
Orders shall, as far as may be, apply to Appeals under these Regulations. 

CHAPTER IV 
MISCELLANEOUS 

10. No preference over other creditors 

Where in respect of any defaulter who is a corporate body, proceedings for 
liquidation have commenced before an Application is made under sub-regulation 
(1) of regulation 7, nothing in these regulations shall be construed as giving to the 
National Dairy Development Board any preference over the other creditors of the 
defaulter which is not conferred by any other law for the time being in force. 

11. Receiver. 

For the avoidance of doubts, it is hereby declared that any Court competent to 
grant any relief under these regulations shall also have the power to appoint a 
receiver if circumstances so require, and to exercise all other powers incidental 
thereto.
